ritelite 
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Right to be cautious over 
third crossing, says MP

DARTFORD MP Gareth Johnson 
says further detailed planning into 
the two options proposed for a third 
Thames crossing is “prudent”. 

He insists the delay - with no 
decision now expected until after 
next May’s General Election - will 
allow time for the impact of the 
removal of tolls at the existing 
Dartford Crossing to be factored 
into the decision. 

The tolls will be removed by 
October, with motorists having to 
pay remotely to use the link across 
the river. 

Transport secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin this week announced 
the Government would undertake 
detailed planning in two possible 
locations - known as options A and C. 

Option A is next to the existing 
Dartford Crossing, option C near 
Gravesend. A third option, at 
Swanscombe, was ruled out as it 
may derail plans for the £2bn 
Paramount entertainment park. 

The announcement came as the 
Department for Transport 
published its response to the public 
consultation, which generated 
more than 5,700 responses. 


Conservative Mr Johnson said: 
“Another Thames crossing is 
expected to cost up to £3 billion - 
that is the equivalent of 30 new 
hospitals and it would be wrong to 
spend that kind of money without 
having the full facts. 

“There are so many variables in 
this decision. Firstly, we need to 
wait and see how the traffic flow 
changes with the introduction of 
the free-flow system and the 
removal of the toll booths in 
October. 


“It is likely to confirm that we do 
still need a crossing even after free 
flow is introduced. 

“I don’t share the view of those 
who say just build it and be 
damned. Irresponsible spending of 
taxpayers’ money got this country 
into terrible trouble in the past and 
we must not repeat those mistakes. 

“It is right we are careful and 
prudent. Today’s decision will not 
delay the building of crossing, due 
to be in place by 2025, but we have 
to make sure we get it right.” 


Meanwhile, the Highways 
Agency this week confirmed a deal 
to ensure a host of outlets would be 
equipped to take payments for use 
of the new toll-free Dartford 
Crossing later this year. 

It is to partner one of the largest 
independent networks of payment 
agents in the UK, covering 
thousands of retail outlets across 
the country with a Payzone 
terminal. The charge must be paid 
before the midnight of the day after 
the crossing has been completed. 



Oyster festival parking 
chaos averted as park 
and ride site confirmed 


Python bids farewell as fans 
head for cinema send-off 


ORGANISERS of the Whitstable 
Oyster Festival have confirmed plans 
for parking for the event, after the 
town’s main car park had to be 
closed on safety grounds. 

It prompted fears of chaos in the 
small town as thousands descended 
but without adequate place to park. 

The festival is the traditional high 
point for the town and a big money- 
earner. 

The Gorrell Tank car park has 
been shut for weeks after it was 
discovered struts beneath it - where 
there is literally a large tank 
designed to absorb flood waters - 
were beginning to crumble. 

It accommodated some 240 spaces. 

Now, however, those behind the 
hugely popular annual event, which 
runs from July 26 to August 1, say 
they have agreed terms to use playing 
fields for a massive park and ride. 

And all visitors are being advised to 
follow signs to use the site in Church 
Street, which will be open from 8am 
to 8pm over the opening weekend. 

Spokeswoman Anna Sharp said: 


“Obviously, we would like to 
encourage as many people to come 
by public transport as possible but, 
for those driving, we are also offering 
a special rate for the park and ride if 
booked in advance. 

“The aim is to achieve a much 
more fluid version of previous 
festivals while still retaining the 
unique character of the event.” 

By reserving a space in advance, 
motorists can save 25 per cent off the 
total cost. The cost then would 
be £7.50. 

Buses will drop off and collect at 
the harbour and Oxford Street. 

There have been vociferous 
complaints about the timing of the 
repairs from the likes of local MP 
Julian Brazier and many town-centre 
traders worried about a reduction in 
footfall. 

Southern Water, which is carrying 
out repairs to the Gorrell Tank site, 
says work is progressing well and 
hopes that at least half of the site will 
be open again by the end of the 
month.

County chief throws his 
support behind council 
moves on closed airport

THE drama over striken Manston 
Airport continues to rumble on, 
with Kent County Council this week 
pledging to support Thanet District 
Council should it opt to serve a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order on the site. 

The airport closed in May with the 
loss of 140 jobs. Its owner, million¬ 
aire business woman Ann Gloag, 
turned down offers by a US invest¬ 
ment firm, RiverOak, to buy the air¬ 
port, despite it apparently meeting 
her £7 million asking price. 

She insists the airport could not be 
turned into a profitable concern in 
the medium term after hoped-for 
deals with Ryanair for commercial 
services and BA for freight broke 
down. 

Thanet District Council continues 
to examine the implications of a 
CPO, which is a power afforded to 
local authorities to buy private sites 
if it can be demonstrated it is for the 
greater good.

But by using public money in any 
capacity, it carries risk - and in these 
austere times would have to be done 
only with cast-iron guarantees pro¬ 
tecting the public purse. 

At a meeting in County Hall in 


Maidstone, county council leader 
Paul Carter said the authority was 
supportive of the Labour-led Thanet 
council’s steps so far. 

The Conservative county leader 
said: “We do support the direction of 
travel currently being taken by 
Thanet District Council because 
they have listened to us, we have 
talked together. 

“As I have said before, the most 
important thing is that any future 
owner of Manston has the firepower, 
the financial ability to turn Manston 
into a great success which helps to 
support the east Kent economy 
and creates a significant job oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

Thanet council leader Iris John¬ 
ston has stressed that the council 
would need a partner to provide 
financial backing should it go ahead 
with the scheme. RiverOak contin¬ 
ues apparently to be interested in 
the scheme. 

Meanwhile, this week a delegation 
from Taiwan visited the airport for a 
tour of the facilities with a view to 
stimulating interest in a sale. 


THE full inquest into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of journalist, 
model, TV presenter and socialite 
Peaches Geldof takes place this week. 

The 2 5-year-old - daughter of Live 
Aid hero Bob Geldof - was found dead at 
the home she shared with her husband, 
Thomas Cohen, and their two young 
sons in Wrotham on April 7. 

The alarm was only raised when she 
failed to respond to phone calls. Her 
11-month-old son was with her in the 
house. Ms Geldof was declared dead at 
the scene. 

An inquest opened, and swiftly 
adjourned in May, said toxicology 
reports suggested the drug heroin was a 
“likely” contributory factor in her death. 

Now the full inquest will begin on 
Wednesday at Gravesend Old Town Hall. 

Ms Geldof had grown up in 
Faversham, where her family continue 
to have a rural retreat, and lived a life 
under the glare of the spotlight. 

Her mother, TV presenter Paula Yates, 
died in 2000 of an accidental heroin 
overdose. Peaches was just 11 at the 
time and admitted she had never got 
over her death. 

The day before she was found dead, 
she had posted a photograph of herself 
in the arms of her mother as a child on 
her Twitter account. 


Takeaways close to 
schools told to shut 

FAST-food outlets that open near schools in 
Medway will now have to shut for part of the day 
to help tackle rising numbers of overweight 
children. 

New hot-food takeaways will be banned from 
opening from 3pm to 5pm if they are near any 
school, and from noon to 2pm too if they are near 
a secondary school. 

The legislation will affect takeaways within 400 
metres of a school, of which there are 179 in 
Medway. It will not apply to existing businesses. 

Developers of new takeaways will also have to 
make a contribution of some £100 per 10 square 
metres to schemes in Medway helping people to 
follow a healthy diet and exercise. 

Thirty per cent of adults in Medway are obese, 
compared with an average across England of 24.2 
per cent. One in five 10-year-olds are obese. 

David Brake, of Medway Council, said: “To do 
nothing is not an option. Anything we can do to 
prevent obesity at an early age is welcome.” 


VW creates 100 jobs 
at Sheerness port 

CAR giant Volkswagen is to build a multimillion- 
pound pre-delivery inspection centre at the Port of 
Sheerness, a move that could create 100 new jobs. 

The 10-year-deal will see Volkswagen Group 
UK work in partnership with the port to develop 
the new facility. 

New supply-chain jobs will be created, while the 
new centre will also enable the port to increase its 
annual car imports to more than 50,000. 

The port makes up a central part of the Peel 
Ports Medway Group, which handles up to two 
million tonnes of cargo each year. 

Miles Hearn, port director for Peel Ports 
Medway, said: “Last year we handled around 
330,000 vehicles and this facility creates a step 
change of 50,000 additional automobiles. 

“We have a long-standing relationship with the 
VW Group and this contract is a huge 
endorsement of the customer-focused, proactive 
and positive approach we always work hard to 
deliver.” 


Lord of the Rings star 
shoots Sherlock film 

ACTOR Sir Ian McKellen spent the week filming 
the latest Sherlock Holmes movie in Chatham. 

The historic dockyard was designed to look like 
a war-torn Hiroshama - the Japanese city upon 
which an atomic bomb was dropped to bring 
about the end of the Second World War. 

The film sees a now-93-year-old Holmes come 
to terms with his passing years. 

The movie, which has not yet been given a title, 
is based on a screenplay by Mitch Cullin. 

It stars Lord of the Rings star Sir Ian, 75, and is 
directed by Oscar-winning Bill Condon. 

It is not the first time the dockyard has played a 
part in a Sherlock Holmes film. The location was 
used in the first two Holmes movies starring 
Robert Downey Jnr and Jude Law in 2009 and 
2011. Other movies using the site include Les

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Church decision to allow women 
bishops will ‘delight the world’ 


This week’s ‘yes’ vote by the Synod to 
ordain woman bishops has restored the 
faith of many in the Church. Sarah 
Linney spoke to some of those who 
think that this move is long overdue. 



S ENIOR figures in the Church 
of England across the coun¬ 
ty were universal in their 
praise for the decision to 
finally allow women to be¬ 
come bishops this week. 

The vote on Monday by the General 
Synod - the Church’s governing body 
- passed the measure, with more 
than 80 per cent of votes in favour. 

The Bishop of Dover, the Rt Rev 
Trevor Willmott, said the decision 
should “delight the world”. 

And it was warmly welcomed by 
women priests. 

The Rev Kes Grant is school chap¬ 
lain at St Augustine Academy in 
Maidstone. She admits when the Syn¬ 
od rejected the proposal 20 months 
ago it shook her faith in the Church. 

Speaking to KoS this week, she 
said: “It’s bloody fantastic. It’s been a 
long time coming.” 

The Church ordained its first two 
women priests in 1994, 

She added: “When that vote didn’t 
go through in 2012,1 was absolutely 
gutted - even though in hindsight it 
was right because the legislation 
wasn’t right. 

“That morning I didn’t even know 
if I wanted to be in the Church of 
England any more when it couldn’t 
even come into the 20th century, let 
alone the 21st. 

“When you visit your doctor, you 
don’t stop to ask if they are gay or 
married or a woman. You just see 
someone because they are qualified 
for the job. No one bats an eyelid 
about women in senior jobs in any 
other section of society. 

“The Church really needed to get a 
grip. Telling people they are not 
welcome is not what the love of God is 
all about. When they do things like 
that, I don’t recognise the Jesus of The 
Bible.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Justin Welby, has been a supporter of 
the proposals and described the vote 
as “an adventure in faith and hope”. 

It had been seen as a blow to his 
predecessor, Dr Rowan Williams, 
that he had failed to oversee a change 
he had believed necessary. 

Mr Welby said: “I am delighted 
with the result. It is the completion of 
what was begun more than 20 years 
ago.” 

The Bishop of Dover had been cam¬ 
paigning for women bishops since 
2006. 

“I am delighted for the Church’s 
sake but more delighted for the world 
because that’s what we are called to 
serve,” he told KoS. 

“I have always believed God is call¬ 
ing both men and women. 
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“This decision says that men and 
women are equal to God and means 
the gifts of both men and women in 
the ministry will be recognised.” 

Almost 40 years after the Sex Dis¬ 
crimination Act, the opposition to 
women bishops might seem incompre¬ 
hensible to many outside the Church. 

But those against them say that 
their stance does have a basis in the¬ 
ology. The Bible records that Jesus’s 
12 disciples were all men, which 
some take to mean that only men can 
hold positions of authority in the 
Church - or that only a man can rep¬ 
resent Christ. 

Others refer to the book of Paul in 
the New Testament, which contains 
instructions for women to submit to 
their husbands and the line “the head 
of woman is man”. 

There is also the argument that the 
Church of England should not act 
unilaterally until other branches of 
Christianity - including the Catholic 
and Orthodox churches - are ready to 
change, too. 

Susie Leafe, from the Christian 
campaign group Reform, said: “We 
are looking for the Church to follow 
Biblical principles. 

“That means female bishops.” 

However, as Kent’s female vicars 
pointed out, The Bible has its share of 
contradictions and is sometimes open 
to interpretation. 

The Rev Kes Grant said: “Yes, the 
male apostles are the only ones re¬ 
corded in The Bible, but Jesus sent out 
70 people to do his ministry. There’s 
no way that they were all men.” 

The Rev Canon Clare Edwards, one 
of the Canterbury diocese’s elected 
members of the General Synod, add¬ 
ed: “There are many different inter¬ 
pretations of Paul’s words, and they 
were written in a particular time, 
with a particular people in mind. 

“It’s probably not where most 
scholars would take us today.” 

However, because of the opposi¬ 
tion, the Church has included a cave¬ 
at with the legislation - that parishes 
or priests who do not approve can ask 
to deal with a male bishop instead of a 
female one, although they will not be 
able to refuse to recognise female 
bishops. 

Bishop Trevor said: “The Church 
will always try to hold everyone. We 
are not seeking to drive people out - 
we always seek to enable everyone to 
flourish. The legislation also says that 
we will seek to offer ministry to those 
for whom this is a difficulty.” 

He also said the Church of England 
was right to pass the legislation with¬ 
out waiting for others to come on 
board. 


“It is not for one church to make 
judgment on another. We believe this 
is right for us - those churches make 
their own decisions,” the 64-year-old 
said. 

As a member of the Synod, Canon 
Clare was able to vote on the legisla¬ 
tion - and she voted yes. 

“It’s really important that we hon¬ 
our the gifts that women bring within 
all areas of leadership,” she told KoS. 

“To the Church, the important 
question is: what does God desire? 
That’s what made me vote the way I 

k k Telling people they 
are not welcome is not 
what the love of God is 
all about. When they 
do things like that, I 
don’t recognise the 
Jesus of The Bible JJ 


Reverend Kes Grant, school 
chaplain at St Augustine Academy 
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did. People voted in favour because 
they believe it’s the right thing and 
the will of God. 

“We have had conversation, rather 
than people just standing on either 
side and shouting their arguments 
across the divide. 

“I didn’t hear anyone say they were 
going to leave the Church over this. 
Those who spoke against the decision 
all said they recognised that this was 
the majority view. 

“It’s not a perfect package, but 
women have lived with that for a long 
time. We have to show confident hu¬ 
mility - I’m confident that God wants 
women to be in all areas of leadership 
in the church, but I am a human be¬ 
ing and I might be wrong.” 

B ishop Trevor added: “The 
Church should not be driven 
by the world, but it must al¬ 
ways pay attention to the 
world - if we don’t we are not fulfilling 
God’s call enough to be his Church. 

“We don’t just give in to changes in 
cultures, but we must be able to put 
forward a faith that has life-giving 
character. If we ignore the world 
we shall die. The world couldn’t un¬ 


derstand what we did two years ago.” 

Bob Weldon, vicar of the G7 bene¬ 
fice of churches just outside Ashford, 
said he was also “100 per cent” in 
favour of the legislation. 

“The moment that Mary sat at the 
feet of Jesus was a good theological 
sign. Jesus was a teacher and women 
sat at his feet - it’s a no-brainer,” he 
said. 

“When we summoned women to 
the priesthood, it was a natural con¬ 
sequence to me that they were going 
to become bishops. You can’t give 
someone £20, then tear it in half and 
never give them the other half. 

“There seems to be a spirit of recon¬ 
ciliation growing in the Church and it 
is not for those of us who are in favour 
of it to be triumphal about it. 

“The real heroes in the General 
Synod are the ones who were against 
it in their hearts but sacrificed that for 
the unity of the Church. 

“We have to respect their views -1 
am never going to slate them.”

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R EPEATED failings by Kent 
Police meant they neglect¬ 
ed to protect a hairdresser 
who was murdered by her 
estranged husband. 

The force failed to act adequately 
even on claims that Ivan Esack, a 
former detective, had strangled his wife 
Natalie until she lost consciousness in 
a previous attack. 

The 33-year-old was subsequently 
stabbed up to 11 times by Esack at her 
beauty salon in Ashford in front of a 
colleague on April 30, 2012. He at¬ 
tacked her so viciously that the knife 
broke. 

Now an independent review into the 
case, published this week, has found 
officers missed vital opportunities to 
protect Ms Esack. 

However, although they described 
the force’s investigation in the weeks 
before her death as “insufficiently thor¬ 
ough”, her family said they did not 
blame the police for her death. 

The report also pointed out Ms Esack 
had seemed unwilling to engage with 
police and had not wanted her husband 
to be prosecuted, because she did not 
want him to have a criminal record. 

Esack, 38, was jailed for life and or¬ 
dered to serve a minimum of 28 years 
in prison in January, last year. 

The report found he was not arrested 
for sending Ms Esack unpleasant texts 
as far back as October 2011, or for com¬ 
ing round to her father’s home, where 
she was living after she left him, with a 
knife, or for threatening to kill her, or 
for historic assaults which she reported 
to police six months before she died. 

Esack, who had problems with co¬ 
caine and alcohol and had left Kent Po¬ 
lice in 2009, had also abused his wife 
emotionally. 

Two months before her death, he 
was detained under the Mental Health 
Act after threatening to kill himself but 
released when he denied having sui¬ 
cidal feelings. 

Staff from the Kent and Medway 
NHS and Social Care Partnership Trust 
(KMPT) were also criticised for not fol¬ 
lowing up Esack’s disclosure that he 
had sent Ms Esack threatening texts. 

“It appears Esack did not accept that 
the marriage was over,” the report said. 

“He was abusive, threatening and 
controlling towards Ms Esack. He was 
extremely jealous and, after their sepa¬ 
ration, harassed her through persist¬ 
ent texts, phone calls and visits. 

“It was known that he had made 
threats to kill her, that he had been to 
her address carrying a knife and it was 
alleged, by a male friend, that in March 
he had strangled her until she lost 
consciousness.” 

The report says Ms Esack should 
have been assessed as high risk and a 
plan should have been in place to keep 
her safe. 

But, it said, police failed to collate and 
share properly all the information they 
were given and, therefore, the incidents, 
including the allegation of strangling, 
were not properly investigated. 

When Ms Esack told officers her hus¬ 
band had a shotgun, it took them three 
weeks to go round to his house and 
take it off him. 

“The incidents should have been in¬ 
vestigated more fully, despite Ms Es¬ 
ack’s reluctance,” the report said. 

“Kent Police policy is that officers 
should not rely wholly on the evidence 
of the victim when building a case for 
prosecution. When victims of domestic 
abuse are reluctant to support a prose¬ 
cution, officers should nevertheless in¬ 
vestigate incidents fully and consider 
the full range of options at their dispos¬ 
al to try to prevent further abuse.” 


Police failings revealed 
in report over killing 

An investigation into why tragic Natalie Esack was not protected from her violent 
husband has revealed a lack of support. Sarah Linney and Chris Murphy report

The report said if police had shared 
information properly with each other, 
it would have been obvious that they 
needed to interview people other than 
Ms Esack, and that her husband might 
then have been prosecuted and jailed. 

But it said it was not possible to con¬ 
clude that acting differently would 
have prevented her death. 

“Ms Esack’s family hope lessons will 
be learned from this, especially the im¬ 
portance of interviewing family mem¬ 
bers and friends, as they might have 
information which a victim of domestic 
abuse is reluctant to disclose,” the 
report added. 

T he report made 13 recommen¬ 
dations for Kent Police and 
KMPT, including that police 
dealing with domestic abuse 
should record all relevant information 
for risk assessments; that if someone 
other than a victim reports an incident, 
this should be investigated; and if al¬ 
leged abusers are known to have guns, 
officers should consider confiscating 
them. 

Sandra Horley, chief executive of na¬ 
tional domestic abuse charity Refuge, 
described the case as “extremely 
unsettling”. 

“There were a number of missed op¬ 
portunities to protect this terrified 
woman,” she said. 

“The police were aware of a number 
of factors which meant Natalie was in 
extreme danger - including the fact her 
husband owned a shotgun. Yet she was 
never assessed at being at high risk. 

“How many more times must we 
read about missed opportunities and 
lessons learned? Every week two more 
women are killed at the hands of cur¬ 
rent, or former, partners. And in too 
many of these cases, the police and oth¬ 
er agencies failed to provide proper sup¬ 
port to desperate women prior to their 
deaths.” 

Polly Neate, chief executive of Wom¬ 


en’s Aid, called for police to be given 
more specialist training. 

“On average women will experience 
more than 30 incidents of violence be¬ 
fore calling the police. It’s therefore vi¬ 
tal that mistakes are not made when 
women do have contact with the police 
about domestic violence,” she said. 

“Until every force creates a culture 
change which encourages officers to 
identify and signpost support for wom¬ 
en experiencing domestic violence, 
more opportunities will be missed and 
lives will be lost.” 

But Deborah Cartwright, chief exec¬ 
utive of Margate charity Oasis Domes¬ 
tic Abuse Services, said she did not 
want to criticise the police. 

“On the whole, I think the police re¬ 
sponse has got much better,” she said. 

“This just highlights how important 
it is to have robust risk assessment and 
safety planning. All the issues men¬ 
tioned would flag up the fact that some¬ 
one is at serious risk of harm. 

“It seems obvious, but when you have 
lots of very stretched services all holding 
different pieces of a jigsaw, it can be dif¬ 
ficult to put the pieces together.” 

Detective Superintendent Tim Smith, 
from Kent Police, said: “The review has 
rightly highlighted missed opportuni¬ 
ties when investigating the domestic 
abuse Natalie suffered. 

“As a result, policy changes have 
been made and been in place for some 
time now.” 

Kent Police and Crime Commissioner 
Ann Barnes said: “Above all I would 
like to extend my sympathy to Natalie 
Esack’s family. I cannot even begin to 
think what it is like to lose someone you 
love in such tragic circumstances. 

“I am disappointed about some of the 
findings in the report about Kent Po¬ 
lice, but I am absolutely confident that 
the work to make improvements in ar¬ 
eas highlighted has been carried out 
and the recommendations are all being 
met.”

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‘Night of the wrong 
knives’ sees Green 
shoved out of top job 

Sarah Linney looks at how the county’s MPs fared in David 
Cameron’s pre-General Election ministerial shake-up... 


A LEADING political com¬ 
mentator said he was 
left “spitting blood” over 
what he calls the “inex¬ 
plicable” decision this 
week to boot Kent MP Damian Green 
out of his ministerial position. 

The Ashford politician was one of a 
host of casualties in the dramatic re¬ 
shuffle announced by Prime Minister 
David Cameron this week. 

The move to replace a host of well- 
established figures was seen as the 
first stage of the build-up to next 
May’s General Election. 

But while there were better for¬ 
tunes for some of the county’s Tory 
MPs - Sevenoaks’ Michael Fallon is 
now minister for defence, and Tun¬ 
bridge Wells’ popular Greg Clark 
picks up another portfolio - Mr 
Green’s demotion surprised many. 

Mr Green, who was on the front 
bench from 1998 to 2004, and again 
from 2005 until this week, was 
sacked from his role as minister for 
police and criminal justice in the cull. 

Iain Dale, who lives in Pembury, 
near Tunbridge Wells, is a regular po¬ 
litical commentator and broadcaster 
on radio station LBC, and well known 
Conservative Party blogger and 
former Westminster candidate. 

He said he was left flabbergasted at 
the decision. 

“He is a highly competent minister; 
an original thinker and a great media 
performer who has never put a foot 
wrong,” he said of the former immi¬ 
gration minister. 

“He should have been promoted to 
the Cabinet. If competence counted 
for anything he would have been. 

“He is a universally popular minis¬ 
ter who was flung overboard for no 
apparent reason. Sometimes there is 
no justice in politics. I’m spitting 
blood. There were several sacking 
that were inexplicable - Damian 
Green’s was one.” 

Mr Dale, who presents the drive¬ 
time show on London radio station 
LBC, dubbed the reshuffle the “night 
of the wrong knives”. 

“David Cameron has got rid of some 
dead wood but he’s also sacked some 
good people who should have re¬ 
mained,” he told KoS. 

“You can’t make an omelette with¬ 
out breaking a few eggs, but he has 
created more enemies in all parts of 
the party, somewhat needlessly. 

“The sackings were ruthless in 
their execution, and were reminis¬ 
cent of Harold Macmillan’s cull of 
ministers 50 years ago. Not that it 
benefited Macmillan in the long run. 
Cameron is known to be an admirer 
of Macmillan’s, but perhaps this was 
taking things too far. 

“He hates reshuffles so I was sur¬ 
prised this one was so extensive. He 
wants to freshen up his team for the 
election and to put more media 
friendly faces to the fore.” 

I an Pointon, chairman of the 
Kent Police Federation, which 
represents rank and file officers, 
echoed Mr Dale’s sentiments, de¬ 
scribing Mr Green’s dismissal as “a 
shame”. 

“We have lost a voice of reason 
there,” he added. 

“I didn’t agree with everything 
Damian Green did, but he seemed a 
very reasonable person. He was pre¬ 
pared to listen and reflect on what 
you said to him and actively engage 
in conversation. 

“Particularly when there were very 
negative stories about the police, he 
would always remind people that the 


majority of officers are honest and 
hard working. He would always pref¬ 
ace what he said with a message of 
support. 

“He would say, if you ever have 
doubts about the police, do what I do 
and go and work a shift with them.” 

Mr Green told KoS: “I am disap¬ 
pointed, but they have been two big 
jobs to do, immigration and policing, 
and I am pleased to have had the 
chance to do them. 

“Life goes on and I will continue to 
argue for the things I have argued for, 
and to be MP for Ashford which is a 
big job in itself. 

“We knew a reshuffle was coming 


but you don’t get any advance warn¬ 
ing - you are just told. But in politics 
this sort of thing happens. Nothing is 
ever a total shock.” 

F aversham MP Hugh Robert¬ 
son also resigned as Middle 
East minister to spend more 
time with his family, while 
Canterbury MP Julian Brazier was 
promoted to the role of parliamentary 
under-secretary at the Ministry of 
Defence. 

Mr Brazier said he was delighted 
with his new role. 

“It is a privilege to join the Govern¬ 
ment in the department I have always 


most wished to serve in,” he said. 

“Working with our armed forces 
will be an honour and it is exciting to 
be assisting the Secretary of State 
with the transformation of our Re¬ 
serve Forces, having served with 
them for 13 years myself.” 

Tunbridge Wells’ Greg Clark said 
he was “thrilled” to be appointed 
minister for universities and science. 

He has previously held the position of 
decentralisation minister and retains 
the cities and constitution portfolio. 

Maidstone MP Helen Grant sur¬ 
vived the cull and continues as sports 
minister. 

Sevenoaks’ Michael Fallon, now 


firmly established as one of the Tories’ 
big-hitters, will spend the weekend 
being briefed on his new role as de¬ 
fence minister. 

He said: “I’m delighted to be given 
the responsibility of looking after our 
armed forces and continuing to pro¬ 
tect Britain from threats both at 
home and abroad.” 

Mr Fallon, former vice-chairman of 
the Tories, has previously been min¬ 
ister for energy and business and is 
clearly seen as a safe pair of hands by 
the prime minister. 

Mr Dale said Mr Fallon’s promotion 
was “totally deserved”. 

“Michael Fallon has been a bril¬ 
liant trouble shooter for David Cam¬ 
eron,” he said. 

“His promotion is long overdue. I 
have known him for 30 years and it is 
a travesty it has taken this long for 
him to get into the Cabinet.” 

Perhaps the biggest shock was the 
removal of Michael Gove as education 
secretary, shifting him instead to the 
PM’s enforcer as chief whip. 

J ohn Walder, the divisional secre¬ 
tary of the Kent branch of the 
National Union of Teachers, said: 
“Across the education world 
there will be a huge sigh of relief 
that this man has disappeared. 

“With Gove there was no engage¬ 
ment with the teaching profession. 
He had his views and made assertions 
but he never backed them up. 

“With the free schools and acade¬ 
mies policy, no evidence has ever 
been produced to suggest that it 
makes things better for the kids. 
Some have done well and some 
haven’t. 

“If I were Mr Gove’s successor I 
would fix a meeting with the teaching 
unions to discuss the issues that are 
plaguing us. I would like her to talk to 
us in such a way that we know we can 
reason and negotiate with her.” 

He warned that he had heard that 
Nicky Morgan, Mr Gove’s replace¬ 
ment, was “Gove in drag”, but Mr 
Dale said that this was not the case. 

“I tip Nicky Morgan as a future 
leader of the Tory party. She could be 
Britain’s second female prime 
minister,” he said. 

“She’s certainly not Michael Gove 
in drag. She’s her own woman and I 
believe she will be the big success of 
this reshuffle.” 

Faversham’s Hugh Robertson pub¬ 
lished a fulsome resignation letter to 
David Cameron on his website. 

“After an exciting and busy period 
as a minister it now feels like the right 
time to take stock with my family,” 
the letter said. 

“It has been a genuine privilege to 
serve in your government. For me, 
the highlight has obviously been my 
time as minister for sport and the Ol¬ 
ympics during London 2012, an 
event I saw through for nine years 
from bid to delivery. 

“It goes without saying that you 
personally, the Government and our 
party will continue to command my 
total, unwavering support.” 

Mr Dale described Mr Robertson as 
“very competent”. 

“He was a huge success as sports 
minister and is hugely popular with 
his colleagues,” he said. 

“He should still be part of Cam¬ 
eron’s team and would have made a 
great chief whip.”

NO DEALS BETWEEN UK1P AND THE TORIES... 


RENEWED suggestions that David Cameron might 
want to do a deal with Ukip ahead of the next election 
have been described as “not worth a teacup of warm 
spit”.

“We will leave it to the public to decide how many 
seats Ukip have in Parliament - not David Cameron or 
anyone else,” he said. 

“We are out to win as many seats as we can - and 



David Cameron is not in any position to set conditions 
on the election.” 

Political commentator Iain Dale, said the offer was 
“not worth a teacup of warm spit”. 

“Quite why Mr Farage even bothered to make the 
offer is beyond me,” he said. “He hates Cameron and 
would never do a deal with him, and, believe me, the 
feeling is mutual.”

Dungeness has become defined by the power 


Will nuclear 
plant continue 
to be powerful 
generator for 

local economy? 


N A damp day on the south coast, 
there is perhaps nowhere quite like 
Dungeness. 

Surrounded by a sprawling na¬ 
ture reserve, the shingle banks 
slope down towards the relentless waves which 
roll in and out upon its shores. 

On the one side, there are a gaggle of ram¬ 
shackle buildings - converted train carriages 
now the most unusual of homes - and a picture 
postcard lighthouse. On the other? One of the 
most imposing buildings in the county. 

The nuclear power station is not pretty to look at 
- it’s a concrete giant which can loom from the sea 
mist, trailing behind it a line of pylons like a spider’s 
thread. But it generates enough power to comfort¬ 
ably support the equivalent of the entire Kent popu¬ 
lation as it pumps into the National Grid. 

But while it will win no beauty contests - un¬ 
like the unique atmosphere of the community 
which surrounds it - it continues to support the 
livelihoods of thousands of people. 

Yet given the strict safety requirements which 
surround nuclear plants, in just four years the 
plant could close - and in doing so put 550 peo¬ 
ple directly employed at the site out of work, and 
an almost equal number of contracted workers. 

But, by the end of the year, it is looking 
increasingly likely the plant will get an exten¬ 
sion to its operator’s licence until 2028. 

Its future hangs on a change in regulations 
surrounding the graphite bricks which sur¬ 
round the nuclear reactor. Unable to be re¬ 
placed, once they reach agreed safety limits the 
reactor is forced to close. Extending their life, 
extends the power station’s too. 

The ultimate decision will not be taken light¬ 
ly. Especially by those who live and work on the 
Romney Marsh who are so reliant on it as a 
place of work. 

According to EDF Energy, the French energy 
group that operates the plant, the power station 
injects some £30 million into the local economy 
each year. 

It first reactor was built in 1965 - Dungeness 
A. In 2006, it shut its doors for the final time and 
the site is now being slowly dismantled. 

Dungeness B started pumping power into the 
National Grid in 1983. 

A third reactor, Dungeness C, has long been 
mooted, but remains something of a pipe dream. 

Local Conservative councillor Victoria Daw¬ 
son, whose ward on Shepway District Council 
covers the plant, explains: “The plant has added 
so much to the local area over the years. It 
would be catastrophic if it were to close. 

“So many jobs would be lost and it would dev¬ 
astate the local economy.” 


Having been such a significant player over 
the years, many families have become reliant 
on it. 

Alex Paterson, 30, is a contract manager at 
Dungeness who lives just down the road in 
Lydd. 

He said: “I’m the third generation of my fami¬ 
ly to work at the site. Both my fiancee and I work 
at the station and I’ve been working here since 
2003. My grandfather worked here when it was 
built and my father too. He retires this year. 

“Both served over 30 years at the plant. 

“I have a big family in the area, most of whom 
have worked at the station at one time or an¬ 
other. My mother used to be the station direc¬ 
tor’s personal assistance.” 

The plant has certainly ridden the waves of 
contrasting public opinion over the years. 

The meltdown of Chernobyl in Russia in 
1986, raised fears over the future and safety of 
nuclear energy and the mood of public opinion 
went against nuclear until a change in thinking 
in recent years elevated nuclear back to an ac¬ 
ceptable force - amid mounting concerns of 
how we source power and the closure of coal 
and gas-fired plants. 

Today it is seen far more as a clean, low car¬ 
bon and reliable source of energy. 

Martin Pearson, the station director, ex¬ 
plained: “Dungeness B is key to keeping the 
lights on and mitigating the energy gap expect¬ 
ed at the end of the decade. 

“We can generate up to 1,100MW of low 
carbon power which is equivalent to about 1.5 
million homes, about the same number as in 
Kent. 

“This is a serious contribution to helping the 
UK meet its carbon reduction targets - in 2013 
EDF Energy’s nuclear output avoided more than 
40m tonnes of C02 which is equivalent to re¬ 
moving over 60 per cent of cars from the UK’s 
roads.” 

But its limited life-span is always looming on 
the horizon.

Tory MP for Folkestone and Hythe, Damian 
Collins, has been working hard to try and find a 
solution for the area. 

He told KoS: “With Dungeness B, I’m hoping 
there will be an extension to its life announced 
by the end of the year. The nuclear industry is 
crucial for Shepway. 

“It’s a huge industry. Overall, about 1,000 
jobs, either directly at the plant, or indirectly 
helping to serve the plant, have been created in 
the Shepway area. It’s highly skilled work as 
well, and Dungeness has been incredibly impor¬ 
tant for employment and the economy of the 
area.” 

E DF successfully applied recently to the 
Office for Nuclear Regulation (ONR) - 
the nuclear industry regulator - for a 
limit to be raised on graphite bricks 
which line the core of the reactor. 

Over time, radiation bombards the bricks, 
slowly breaking them down, causing them to 
lose weight. 

As the bricks can’t be replaced easily, most 
nuclear power stations are closed when they 
have lost a set amount of weight. The ONR had 
previously set the limit for around 6.2 per cent 
for Dungeness B. 

However, it has recently increased this limit 
to eight per cent - a change which many hope 
will enable EDF to extend its operator’s licence 
from 2018 by ten years to 2028. 

But not everyone likes the change. Green 
MEP for the south east, Keith Taylor, is con¬ 
cerned about the tweaking of the regulations. 
He said: “The station is due for decommission¬ 
ing in the near future, and in my view, the soon¬ 
er that happens, the better. 

“To me, it strikes a chord of concern that safe¬ 
ty limits have been changed at the plant. Safety 
limits should not be changed in order to extend 
the life of a nuclear power plant. We shouldn’t 
be messing about with this sort of thing.” 

While the station’s safety record has been 
good, it has certainly not been without incident. 
Earlier this year, it was revealed the reactor

All you have to do is enter your drawings and scribbles by 21st July. 
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had been shut down for five months 
last year, amid concerns the site’s 
flood defences may not be able to stop 
an event akin to the earthquake in 
Japan which caused such problems at 
the Fukushima power plant. There 
have been a number of other minor 
incidents over the years too. 

Dungeness C may be forever shelved 
as a consequence. It had been put for¬ 
ward on a shortlist presented to the 
Government in 2009 but concerns 
over any flood risk appear to have put 
paid to it being given the nod. 

ot that political pressure 
isn’t still being applied. 

Station director Mr Pear¬ 
son told KoS: “Although 
Dungeness was not on the National 
Policy Statement for sites strategical¬ 
ly suitable for new nuclear power sta¬ 
tions by 2025, EDF Energy feels the 
site has the potential for new nuclear 
development in the future. 

“At the moment the company is fo¬ 
cused on gaining life extension for 
Dungeness B.’’ 

Added MP Damian Collins: “I’m 
still really hopeful that the area will 
be chosen for a new power plant. 
There’s a lot of enthusiasm and inter¬ 
national investment for new nuclear 
sites in the UK and a new Dungeness 
C would be great for the area. It would 
bring money and jobs to the area at a 
time when it needs a boost.” 

Those living locally have long since 
accepted the good and the bad the 
plant brings. 

Mike Jones is landlord at the Bri¬ 
tannia Inn, which sits on the shingle 
just 300 metres away from the power 
station. He said: “When I first got here

safety was on my mind, and I did feel 
a bit concerned at times. 

“But now, I’m not in the least bit 
worried about safety, even after the 
graphite brick announcement. The 
plant seems totally safe. There are 
regular checks carried out, and they 
tell us everything is fine and we’ve 
never experienced anything negative 
being here. That’s the reality for lo¬ 
cals in the area.” 

It has certainly transformed the 
area. Before the plant was built it was 
a remote and sparsely populated, 
with fishing its main industry. 

The fear is that without the plant, 
the future may be as equally low-key. 

Concludes Cllr Dawson: “We are all 
just hoping that Dungeness C is given 
the green light by government. 
Without that, the future could be 
very bleak for the area. We need the 
power station. It’s such a huge local 
employer, we really need to keep it 
here.” 



Dungeness: 
Facts & figures 

■ There are two power 
plants at the Dungeness 
site. 

■ Dungeness A opened in 
1965. It had two 
separate reactors 
capable of producing a 
combined 438MW. 

■ Dungeness A closed in 
2006, and is now in the 
process of being 
decommissioned. The 
site is scheduled to be 
cleared by 2111. 

■ Dungeness B also has 
two separate reactors. 
The first of these began 
generating power in 
1983, with the second 
coming online in 1985. 

■ Putting Dungeness’ 
annual generation into 
perspective, this 
amount of power avoids 
around 3.4 million 
tonnes of C02 being 
produced. That’s the 
same as taking 1.5 
million (five per cent) 
passenger cars off the 
UK’s roads. 

■ Dungeness B is planned 
to be decommissioned 
in 2018 but if given 
approval, will continue 
until 2028. A decision is 
expected later this year.

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T HREE years ago Hugo Fen¬ 
wick was let in on a secret. 

Part of the famous fami¬ 
ly behind the Fenwick re¬ 
tail chain, he was in¬ 
formed that he would, in 2014, be 
taking on one of the county’s most 
prestigious roles. 

Sworn to the strictest of secrecy, he 
had to keep under his hat that he had 
been nominated - and accepted - to 
serve a year as the High Sheriff of 
Kent. 

Not bad for someone who grew up 
in Northumberland and whose only 
experience of Kent until he moved 
here in his late 20s was visiting major 
businesses in his role as an 
accountant. 

Yet there is no denying Mr Fen¬ 
wick’s passion for his adopted county 
- or his clear relish for a largely cere¬ 
monial role which he himself admits 
is understood by very few. 

“We need to be known by everyone 
- it is true the man on the street 
doesn’t really know what the role in¬ 
volves,” he says as he finds time to sit 
down with KoS during a year which 
has seen his diary bulging from 
morning to night, given his new 
responsibility. 

The truth, of course, is that the 
High Sheriff role is a relic of the past 
- a time when the holder of the posi¬ 
tion would be the principal law en¬ 
forcement officer in the county. 

It is a tradition which stretches 
back to before the Norman Conquest 
and today remains the oldest office by 
royal appointment. 

Over the years, however, the role 
has become so diluted it is today more 
about highlighting charities and try¬ 
ing to shift the spotlight onto some 
key areas rather than wielding any 
real power. 

Today its formal aspect consists of 
attending royal visits to the county 
and supporting the judiciary. 

It’s not, however, one for the 
faint-hearted. 

While it’s easy to suggest those 
who get the role are far from your av¬ 
erage Tom, Dick or Harry, it comes 
with the expectation of being funded 
out of your own pocket. 

“You have to have the means,” the 
49-year-old father-of-four explains, 
“as the public purse contributes noth¬ 
ing towards the post, it’s not an 
inexpensive year if you want to do the 
job properly. 

“There are no expenses, no support 
team, no cars; you drive yourself 
around.” 

As group trading director of the 
family-owned retail giant Fenwick, 
he is certainly a man of means. 

Founded in 1882 by John James 
Fenwick in Newcastle, it is today 
valued at around £450million. 

Its empire stretches from the North, 
down through New Bond Street 
in London and extends into 
Kent through its stores in

High Sheriff of Kent 
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High Sheriff rides in 
with a famous name 
and big ambitions 


His family is behind a multimillion-pound retail giant and 
he has just taken over one of the county’s most prestigious 
roles. So just why is Hugo Fenwick spending much of his 
time now trying to prevent youngsters from falling into the 
criminal justice system? Chris Britcher meets him to find out..

Canterbury and Tunbridge Wells. 

Certainly Mr Fenwick has had a 
privileged background, and his voice 
and mannerisms are all finely tuned 
by a life of independent schools and 
financial security. 

He’s tall and broad shouldered, and 
is very much in the mould of the ster¬ 
eotypical image of Kent’s influential 
hierarchy. 

Yet while it would be easy to pi¬ 
geon-hole him as one for whom life 
rarely takes him into circles outside 
the privileged few, Mr Fenwick - one 
of the youngest to ever hold the post 

- is putting his money where his 
mouth is and is clearly determined to 
make a difference during his one- 
year term of office. 

Since taking over the role in April 

- following a small ceremony at his 
local church in Egerton, near Ashford 

- he has already visited a number of 
prisons, sat in on two murder trials 
and visited a number of schools. 

Trying to prevent youngsters from 
embarking on actions which could 
result in a life caught up in the crimi¬ 
nal justice system is one of Mr 
Fenwick’s key aims. 

“My principle area of interest is 
what can be generally described as 
early intervention,” he explains, with 
carefully consideration. 

He’s certainly no stranger to educa¬ 
tion. As a member of City livery firm 
Mercers - an organisation not dis¬ 
similar to the Freemasons, with its 
trade associations roots - it has 
opened a number of doors of opportu¬ 
nity for him courtesy of the education 
initiatives it is involved in. 

He explains: “I’ve done a lot of re¬ 
search recently - and there is a paper 
by [charitable organisation] New 
Philanthropy Capital which shows 
how invaluable it is to put funding - 
philanthropic or government - early 
on into people’s lives, particularly in 
deprived areas. 

“As the Queen’s representative of 
the criminal justice system in the 
county, my interest is to have as 
many initiatives to stop these young 
people falling into the criminal jus¬ 
tice system in the first place. 

“Because once they do they so often 
re-offend and the cost of that to soci¬ 
ety and government is huge. 

“If we can early intervene by men¬ 
toring or providing role models at pri¬ 
mary and secondary schools, expand¬ 
ing schemes like the Family Nurse 
Partnership - an initiative for young 
mums who are helped with parenting 

- it can make a difference. 

“But above all is to break that inter- 
generational continuum of low aspi¬ 
ration. Because all too often it means 
they don’t get their GCSEs or know 
where to go to and become one of the 
Neet [not in employment, education 
or training] statistics.” 

B ut surely, with that accent 
and background, is it not dif¬ 
ficult for him to connect with 
people inhabiting a social 
spectrum a country mile from his? 

“I’ve been fortunate to have a very 
privileged background but I hope 
what I’ve learned from my work away 
from retailing is that I have an under¬ 
standing in the education system,” he 
says. 

“I’ve also been vice chairman for 
last eight years at Canterbury Col¬ 
lege, for example. 

“I can’t claim to know all the 
answers but so often you can be a 
listener and pick up who would be

useful for people to meet or which 
organisation to put them in contact 
with.” 

He adds: “The only thing I would 
say is I’ve been a governor of a school 
in a deprived area of Birmingham 
[through his involvement with Mer¬ 
cers] for several years which has been 
very successful. 

“What has always encouraged me 
is that the children start out at Year 7 
exactly the same regardless of if they 
are starting a grammar or 
non-selective. 

“But you soon learn the problems 
and it’s so important to try and sort 
out the conduct problems and ad¬ 
dress them - they always point to 
home in some way or the other and 
can, therefore, point to some pastoral 
support. Whether that is to make 
them learn the right vocational skills 
or to provide the emotional support 
they lack at home.” 

He’s spent recent weeks touring 
schools and seeing various projects 
being rolled out designed at breaking 
the dangerous cycle. 

“It is an enormous task,” he re¬ 
flects, “and you can only chip away at 
it - you can’t solve it overnight. But it 
is good to recognise people in this 
field and what people are trying to do 
about it.” 

It was 10 years ago when his inter¬ 
est in education became more than 
just passing when he became in¬ 
volved in his children’s school. 

He explains: “My enduring interest 
is as chairman of governors at a small 
independent school - Spring Grove in 
Wye. 

“It was on its uppers when eight of 
us took it over, put some loans in, and 


turned it into a charitable trust. 

“At that stage I knew little about 
education, but you learn on the job. 

“That was of great interest... to 
help an organisation just about to 
fold, but with great potential. We 
brought it together to make sure it 
has thrived since. Numbers have 
more than doubled since and we’re 
very proud. 

“If we achieve it there, it is interest¬ 
ing to see if we can do the same for 
any aspect of the county.” 

T he difference, of course, be¬ 
tween a pleasant public 
school in a leafy village, and 
a rough and tumble primary 
or secondary in a deprived area can 
be considerable. Mr Fenwick is aware 
of the gulf and insists the same princi¬ 
ples apply. 

“It is so cheering when you engage 
with these children, particularly in 
less advantageous areas,” he says. 
“They all have such great potential 
and getting that spark to make them 
engaged is essential. 

“A lot of these children have not

What’s more, Kent is very much 
now his home. 

“I know both parts of the county 
pretty well from the business, so most 
parts of the county I have some fa¬ 
miliarity with. 

“And over the last couple of months 
I’ve got to know more areas.” 

Like many before him, he’s become 
interested in Margate - and is cheer¬ 
leading a plan to bring an art school 
to the area. 

“I’ve been up to Margate a number 
of times to see the Turner Contempo¬ 
rary. I’m particularly interested in 
the regeneration of Margate, particu¬ 
larly through art. 

“I’m a patron of the gallery but I’m 
just as interested in the number of 
galleries around Margate and wheth¬ 


er with an arts school and the quality 
of light there is, it’s the perfect place 
for artists to gather. 

“Perhaps that could be a different 
way to regenerate the town rather 
than traditional tourism. 

“It is going to need the success of 
Dreamland as well to cope with a 
more mainstream clientele but I 
think it acts as a halo to develop an¬ 
other strand. 

“I think if we can push for an arts 
school to get under way that could 
add a dimension to the development 
of galleries in the Old Town area. 

“But Margate’s problems run deep¬ 
er than that, significant social prob¬ 
lems - Cliftonville and so on. I think it 
at least has some crumbs of comfort 
there.” 

The nature of his new role means 
he has to sit on the political fence. 

“The High Sheriff ought to be apo¬ 
litical but I think I can be a flag waver 


for initiatives the council wants 
raised to a higher profile - so every¬ 
one is aware of it.” 

H e’s certainly not taken the 
easy route during this time 
in office - tackling some of 
the biggest social and eco¬ 
nomic issues affecting the county. 

Not that he has any regrets of the 
little free time he had being con¬ 
sumed by his High Sheriff duties. 

“It’s such an honour to be nomi¬ 
nated for the role but I’ve certainly 
had to restrict my holiday time this 
year,” he says. 

“I have four children all under 17 
so they’re not overly thrilled by it. 

“But for all individuals who have 
been asked to take on the role of High 
Sheriff it’s wonderful. It’s such an hon¬ 
our to take it on in such a prestigious 
county so it’s lovely to be able to make 
a difference and give something back.” 


WHEN Hugo Fenwick watches 
the Tour de France take to the 
mountains, he knows exactly 
what it feels like. 

Because as a keen cyclist he 
has completed some of the most 
challenging and gruelling routes 
on two wheels - including one of 
the Tour’s most infamous climbs. 

“I love cycling,” he admits.

“And last year I went up Mont 
Blanc 2, which is a stage of the 
Tour de France and is something 
of a rite of passage for cyclists.” 

And he intends to ensure he 
has a sporting challenge as part 
of his year as High Sheriff. 

“My aim is to cycle from 
Dartford to Dungeness - doing 
the circumference of the county. 

“I’m aiming to work with some 
councillors to get that sorted and 
to go along the Heritage Trail. I’m 
hoping to do it with a judge I 
know, and I’ll do that near the 
back end of the year. We’ll do it 
probably over about four days.”

IT IS best known as being Henry 
VIII’s favourite sport as a youth, 
but real tennis also holds a very 
special place in the heart of Hugo 
Fenwick. 

It is the racquet sport dating 
back hundreds of year from 
which regular tennis spawned.

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Supporting role is under looked 

Following last week’s column by education consultant Peter Read over the departure of headteachers 
and the quality of the county’s schools, Roger Gough, Kent County Council cabinet member for 
education and health reform responds with a defence of the local authority’s handling of its schools.

P ARENTS across Kent 
would not be impressed if 
Kent County Council said 
it would take its foot off the 
accelerator and ease up on 
standards in the classroom. 

Every child only gets one chance at 
school. And with this in mind, KCC 
will always seek to pursue the best 
standards when it comes to class¬ 
room teaching, the school environ¬ 
ment, and leadership in education. 

Kent has seen really strong 
improvement in the performance of 
its schools over the last three years. 

Three years ago, just over half of 
Kent’s 600 schools (54 per cent) re¬ 
ceived a good or better Ofsted rating. 

As we stand today, more than three 
quarters of schools (76 per cent) are 
rated good or better. 

As a result, 56,000 more children 
are now attending a good or better 
school than in 2012. 

This has only been possible because 
of the strong partnership that exists 
between headteachers and KCC. 

With each child only getting that 


one chance at education, it is vital 
everyone involved has high expecta¬ 
tions for all pupils in Kent schools. 

Strong, quality leadership plays a 
vital role in this improvement and we 
have a wealth of high quality 
headteachers in Kent. Many of them 
are now effectively leading more than 
one school. 

Having high expectations is some¬ 
thing that brings big rewards for 
pupils and the schools they go to - 
and it comes with its own set of chal¬ 
lenges and pressures. 

The council has a responsibility to 
strike a balance between supporting 
headteachers to be strong leaders and 
holding headteachers to account 
when pupils are not making progress 
as they should. 

The vast majority of headteachers 
have risen to the challenge for im¬ 
provement across Kent schools and 
the data reflects that. 

Sometimes the council needs to 
work with governing bodies to make 
sure each school has the most effec¬ 
tive leadership possible. 


In some cases, this has meant a 
change in leadership. 

Headteachers have given us posi¬ 
tive feedback about the support, ad¬ 
vice, training and challenge for 
school improvement in Kent. 

And we have worked actively with 
headteachers to make sure they lead 
the education system in Kent - and 
its improvement - through the Kent 
Association of Headteachers. 

Kent is now significantly above the 
national average in the Early Years 
Foundation Stage and GCSE results, 
also just above average on Key Stage 
1 and for the first time in many years 
we are in line with the national per¬ 
formance at Key Stage 2. 

This has not come about without 
significant support and challenge 
from the local authority and engage¬ 
ment by effective headteachers in the 
improvement agenda.

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Online gambling cost me £750k, 



Maria Chiorando talks to a former Army major whose betting 
addiction almost cost him his life... before he fought back 


A 45-YEAR-OLD who lost 
£750,000 after becom¬ 
ing addicted to online 
gambling has recalled 
his hellish descent into 
crisis which saw him also lose his job 
and his family. 

At his peak he was losing £10,000 
a day and admitted to even having 
suicidal thoughts. 

Yet, remarkably, Justyn Larcombe 
managed to turn his life around, beat 
his addiction and win back his wife 
and children. 

And now the former Army major, 
who works in finance in London, has 
written a book about the traumatic 
period in a bid to prevent others fol¬ 
low in his footsteps. 

Mr Larcombe, who lives in Ship- 
bourne, near Tonbridge, describes in 
his book ‘Tails I Lose’ how he first fell 
foul of the lure of online betting when 
he was watching a rugby match, dur¬ 
ing which there was an advert for a 
free £5 wager. 

The addiction spiralled from there, 
until he was betting compulsively 
everyday. 

Mr Larcombe explained to KoS this 
week: “Addiction is just all- 

consuming. 

“From the moment I woke up in the 


morning, to the moment I fell asleep 
at night, it was on my mind, and 
sometimes I’d even wake up in the 
middle of the night thinking about 
gambling.” 

During those dark years, the stakes 
could not have been higher. At the 
peak of his addiction he was gam¬ 
bling upwards of £10,000 a day, at 
one point losing £17,000 on a single 
tennis match. 

In total he gambled away 
£750,000, but the money was only 
part of what he lost. 

His wife left him, taking their chil¬ 
dren, and he was fired from his job.

With his reputation in tatters, fi¬ 
nancially ruined and alone, it seemed 
as though there was no possible re¬ 
demption, but in his determination to 
free his life from the blight of gam¬ 
bling, he managed to curb his addic¬ 
tion and slowly win back the trust of 
his family. 

First though, he had to reach rock 
bottom. 

“I was suicidal at one point,” he ex¬ 
plains. “The only thing that stopped 
me doing it was the thought of my 
children.” 

He admits he was not an easy man 
to be around during the peak of his 
addiction. 

“I had massive mood swings - I 
suppose it was like being bipolar, I 
would have massive highs and lows, 
depending on whether I was winning 
or losing. 

“I totally withdrew from my family 
- my wife and my children. 

“Before I started gambling, I had 
been a very sociable person, I loved 
dinner parties and spending time 
with friends, but I lost interest in do¬ 
ing any of those things.” 

He insists an addiction to gambling 
is often misunderstood and is similar 
to a dependence on drugs. 

“The highs were amazing,” ex-

plains Mr Larcombe, “But the lows 
were horrible, and they lasted much 
longer.” 

Compounding this was the im¬ 
mense pressure that he had to live 
with on a daily basis. 

Having spent all of his money, the 
author then spent all his wife’s sav¬ 
ings, which she had entrusted to him 
to invest. 

Once that was lost, he started gam¬ 
bling using funds from his company 
credit card. He earned a six-figure 
salary at a City insurance firm. 

“I knew that as soon as work found 
out that I had used the money in that 
way, I would lose my job, and they 
would find out. I needed a way out.” 

Rather than confide in his family at 
this point, he decided that he would 
try to win back the money in order to 
replenish the missing funds. 

It couldn’t stay a secret forever 
though, and one day his wife, Emma, 
discovered the depth of his deception 
when she saw a bank statement. 

She left soon after, taking the chil¬ 
dren with her. 

With no money to pay the rent on 
his home, Mr Larcombe had two op¬ 
tions; to be homeless or to move back 
home with his mother, who he hadn’t 
lived with for more than 20 years. 

“My mother and brother turned up 
as I was about to be evicted. I had 
been selling items from the house to 
get money for gambling, and living 
off a bag of mouldy potatoes. 

“I had one black bin liner of my be-

longings, some clothes and a few pho¬ 
tos. It was humiliating. 

“In fact, it was total humiliation, but 
I needed that embarrassment, because 
it had been my pride that had been 
holding me back from getting help.” 

He moved back home with his 
mother, then just stopped gambling. 

“I got on my knees and prayed,” he 
said. “I had faith when I was younger, 
and I rediscovered it.” 

This faith helped the recovery 
process. 

It is unusual to just stop betting in¬ 
stantaneously, but that’s what he did, 
putting practical measures in place to 
ensure that he wouldn’t suffer a 
relapse. 

There is a block on his computer, 
and someone keeps an eye on his fi¬ 
nances, ensuring that money is going 
where it should. 


“The thing with the practical 
measures,” he explained, “is that they 
won’t work unless you really want to 
give up gambling. 

“You could work your way around 
them. But I really wanted to stop, so 
they were an additional help.” 

ow reunited with his wife 
and family, he considers 
himself lucky. 

“It’s not great, my wife 
still doesn’t trust me, but we are 
working on things. I consider it a 
happy story. 

“I lost someone recently who killed 
themselves because of addiction, 
leaving behind a young son, so I see 
cases that are worse than mine.” 

When he stopped gambling, he 
says he got his self esteem back 

He attends Gamblers Anonymous 
meetings, and is now the secretary 
for the Kent branch. 

He also took up swimming again, 
which he enjoyed when he was 
younger, and is now swimming the 
Channel next month. 

“Swimming the Channel is an ex¬ 
treme move,” he admits, “but I am 
very all or nothing. I am a full on per¬ 
son, and I think this is what led me to 
gambling addiction. 

“I would never have expected to be¬ 
come addicted to gambling - I didn’t 
even place my first bet until I was 40, 
so it surprised me. 

“Hopefully the book will help 
someone else.”

“Produced in Kent work very hard on behalf 
of us and we were very happy to be exhibiting at 
the show.” 

Local ale-producer Pierluigi Rossi, managing 
director of R&R Ales, near Sandwich, agreed. 

He said: “The show was very busy and there 
are very varied customers here. The organisa¬ 
tion has been great and there has been a lot of 
interest in our product. We will definitely be 
back next year.” 

The chairman of the show, Kevin Attwood, 
was also feeling positive about the event, say¬ 
ing: “The show went very well.

“I also thought that the way to 
bring it alive was to get James Corden 
to play the central role. 

“James had been in The History 
Boys at the National and in Gavin 
And Stacey but had fallen out of 
favour and was lost in TV quiz-show 
land. 

“James agreed to be in it and I 
asked the playwright Richard Bean 
to make a version because I knew 
that one thing that would not 
interest me was a production in the 
old 18th-century Italian commedia 
dell’arte style. 

“I had this hunch that the 
traditions of low Italian comedy were 
essentially the same traditions of low 
English comedy. 

“I think that probably pratfalls and 
low physical comedy about the 
traditional comic subjects of greed, 
money and sex are global.

“In The Servant Of Two Masters, 
the protagonists escape from Turin, 
the big city, and hole up in Venice,

where inevitably funny and compli¬ 
cated things happen to them. 

“Brighton’s relationship to London 


is much the same. It’s a place with 
lots of hotels, far enough away from 
London that you might easily 
disappear into it if you are on the run 
from the law. 

“It’s a place with seedy picture- 
comic postcards. 

“Brighton felt right, as did various 
English comic traditions like variety, 
end-of-the-pier farce, Ealing comedy 
and Carry On films. They all felt like 
they were coming from the same 
place. 

“So I floated all these ideas to 
Richard. I’m not quite sure if we were 


talking 1940s Brighton, 50s 
Brighton or 60s Brighton. He 
eventually alighted upon the early 
60s Brighton - around the time that 
sex was invented, according to the 
Philip Larkin poem. 

“He suggested 1963 - between the 
Lady Chatterley trial and the first 
Beatles LP. 

“And right from the first draft it felt 
like it would work brilliantly. We had 
various readings. The first reading 
was quite sketchy, but lots of ideas 
from the very first reading ended up 
in the play. 


“They came from a group of very 
funny actors sitting around a table 
reading and discussing the text and 
working out what to do with an 
ancient waiter, Alfie, who behaves 
like a rubber ball. 

“Alfie was there in Richard’s first 
draft and everything else that 
happens in the play’s climactic first 
act where Frances has to serve 
dinner to both his masters emerged 
in that first workshop reading. 

“The other thing that emerged was 
that we needed someone to take care 
of the physical comedy and that was 
never going to be me. It’s not my area 
of expertise -1 can’t even turn a 
somersault. 

“So I asked Cal McCrystal, who 
is a great master of physical comedy, 
to come on board and help come up 
with the great physical routines in 
the play. 

“I was also able to give the 
designer Mark Thompson a very 
clear brief - the style of the show was 
going to be out of variety, out of 
end-of-the-pier comedy.

Decades-old musical still holds poignant 
message for the youngsters of our time 

Chris Britcher finds a moral tale in The Marlowe Theatre’s stage production of classic West Side Story 



T RYING to review a classic 
like West Side Story is akin 
to revisiting a classic album. 

You know what to 
expect is universally 
declared one of the best of its kind, 
and ultimately it is hard to ever be 
critical at something that packs such 
knock-out punches when it comes to 
stand-out tracks. 

And so, as Leonard Bernstein’s 
modern take on Romeo and Juliet 
parked up for a string of shows at 
Canterbury’s Marlowe Theatre this 
week, expectation levels were high 
for a production that sits at the very 
top table of the world’s most 
enduring musicals. 

After all, when key songs include 
the likes of America, Somewhere and 
I Feel Pretty, you’ve got to go some to 
underwhelm. 

What’s more, West Side Story 
may be closing in on its 60th 
birthday yet its fundamental 
message of the futility of gangs and 
the naivety of youth remains perhaps 
as relevant today as it ever has. 

As a consequence, its emotional 
clout is not dented. 

It is hard not to be able to draw 
parallels with modern-day street 


problems with only the smallest leap 
of the imagination... just without 
quite so much dancing, prancing and 
roly-poly policemen. 


This production does the show’s 
legacy considerable justice. 

The Jets and The Sharks do battle 
on stage in a tightly choreographed 


romp through its oh-so-famous 
songs in a manner that is engrossing 
and, at times, quite dazzling. 

The set itself is vast and versatile, a 


web of metal that switches from 
portraying the familiar fire-escape 
staircases of the back streets of 1950s 
New York to sweeping clear for a 
masterclass in lighting and staging 
as the ensemble take to the stage for 
razor-sharp set-pieces. 

But it is the casting that is perhaps 
the real masterstroke. 

Djalenga Scott is magnificent as 
Anita - utterly compelling and 
thoroughly convincing as her 
storyline takes her on a roller¬ 
coaster ride that, ultimately, is really 
rather shocking. 

Katie Hall as Maria is a huge 
success, too, while her relationship 
with Tony (Louis Maskell) is as 
dramatic and traumatic a love story 
as Shakespeare could ever conjure. 

Javier Cid (Bernardo) and Jack 
Wilcox (Riff) are polished, too, and 
the drama of the big rumble and its 
repercussions remains edge-of-the- 
seat stuff. 

In short, it’s another success for 
The Marlowe and a reminder of the 
compelling talents of songwriter 
Bernstein and lyricist Stephen 
Sondheim. 

West Side Story’s reputation is only 
enhanced by this touring rendition.

T HE late-afternoon sun was 
bright and warming, while 
the gentle breeze brought 
with it the sounds of 
children’s laughter from 
the nearby field. The light had the 
sort of quality you normally 
associate with Continental holidays 
and cast long shadows over the 
flagstone floor. Meanwhile, the smell 
and sounds of the kitchen heightened 
the sense of anticipation. 

This was not the south of France, 
or Spain, but Staplehurst. Frankie’s 
Farmshop, part of Staplehurst 
Nurseries, has been open since June, 
2012, and the ‘word of mouth’ is very 
complimentary. 

Its exterior is nothing to shout 
about, but the interior is light, 
bright, airy and somehow manages 
to blend very English oak beams 


with the feel you get from 
restaurants in much sunnier climes. 

Its high ceiling, wooden furniture 
and space give it a wonderful 
atmosphere. Add in the open kitchen 
bringing the theatre of cookery 
centre stage and you’re on to a 
winner. 

Part farm shop and part cafe, on 
Fridays and Saturdays after 5pm, 
Frankie’s serves “fresh, artisan, 
authentic, hand-stretched pizzas”. 
And that’s when my clan visited, and 
we were not disappointed. 

Ticking boxes for parents and kids 
is never easy, but Frankie’s has a 
couple of tricks up its sleeve: firstly, 
there are the goats and chickens 
outside the front, which are always a 
hit with the little ones. Secondly, 
there is a big wicker basket filled with 
outdoor toys right by the front door 



(dads take note, I’m sure I spotted a 
Nerf gun among the delights) to 
encourage them to play outside. 

Thirdly, there is the meadow for 
the kids to actually play in, that 
keeps them safe and takes them 
away from the seated area. And 
finally, there is the zip-wire in the 
meadow - guaranteed fun for 
children of all ages! 

Now to the pizzas. They were light, 
crispy and well seasoned, with 
generous amounts of toppings. 

Between us, we tried the 
pepperoni, Parma ham and 
Margherita varieties and they were 
all delicious. They were generously 
sized, with the open kitchen adding 


to the whole ‘being on holiday’ feel to 
the evening. 

Special mention, too, for the side 
dishes of green salad and coleslaw, 
with the latter receiving praise from 
my usually very fussy tasting panel. 

Any establishment is only as good 
as its staff, and the young waitresses 
were friendly, efficient and able to 
smile when the almost-compulsory 
child’s drink got spilt. 

Children being children, they 
wanted a pudding and were not to 
be denied. Despite a selection of 
attractive-looking cakes, my little 
darlings were not tempted. At this 
point, our still-smiling waitress 
asked what they would like. 


Pavlova was the response. 

Five minutes later, they were 
happily tucking into a meringue, 
raspberry coulee and fresh raspberry 
ensemble (unfortunately, there was 
no whipped cream). How’s that for 
service? 

Our meal of four pizzas, drinks, 
coffee and children’s puddings came 
to £70. If you are looking for 
somewhere that’s family-orientated 
and has great atmosphere, good food 
and first-class staff, try Frankie’s 
Farmshop.

NHS undermined 
by government 

FURTHER to your article covering 
the secretary of state for health’s 
latest attack on GPs (‘Plan to shame 
GPs on cancer diagnosis creates 
storm’), as a family doctor of more 
than 30 years I think your readers 
deserve to know how this government 
is undermining the NHS. 

It has legislated to end the health 
secretary’s duty to provide a 
comprehensive health service and 
placed control in the hands of private 
companies, many with links to MPs 
(at least 220 Parliamentarians, 
which is scandalous), and has put 
public health policy at the mercy of 
the food, tobacco and drinks 
industries. 

Jeremy Hunt, who famously wrote 
a few years ago that the NHS had 
been a “60-year-old mistake”, has a 
framework in place for the wholesale 
privatisation of the NHS. He softens 
the public up to this by telling 
everyone how terrible things are and 
have to change. 

It is true the service is deteriorating, 
but this is because of Government 
policy where billions are wasted on 
commercialisation and the market. 
The plan has been to cut £20 billion 
from the budget. 

In Orwell’s language these are 
“efficiency savings”, a phrase the 
gullible media continue to use. Some 
£1 billion of this has been from 
General Practice, and the country is 
short of 10,000 GPs. Take-up of 
family doctor training places is the 
lowest since 2007. 

Despite being demoralised by these 
attacks, GPs are getting on with their 
work and perform 340 million 
consultations annually, which is 
90 per cent of all patient contacts in 
the NHS, for a reduced 8 per cent of 
the budget. 

So when you find it difficult to get 
a same-day appointment with your 
doctor, please do not blame him or 
her. And when you hear claims that 
more is being spent please understand 
the politicians are lying to you.

It’s not surgeries 
we need but GPs 

I HAVE always thought of county 
councillor Roger Gough as one of the 
more capable members of the county 
council’s Conservative cabinet but, 
following his comments on the 
problems of recruiting GPs, I realise 
that I have misjudged him. 

In his comments, he says he wants 
more integrated services closer to 
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Step Short defied rich 
memorial tradition 


REGARDING the Step Short arch 
recently constructed in 
Folkestone, many people may be 
unaware that within yards there 
is a war memorial unveiled in 
1922 and funded entirely by 
subscriptions from the people of 
Folkestone. 

Sculpted by Ferdinand Blund- 
stone and recently listed Grade II*, 
it is in memory not only of those 
from Folkestone who were killed 
during the First World War but 
also, as it says on the inscription, 
of “the many thousands from all 
parts of the Empire who passed 
this port on their way to fight in 
the Great War (1914-1918)”. 

Only a short distance away is a 
stone cairn built from the stones 
over which the soldiers marched 
as they passed down the Road of 
Remembrance, also renamed in 
their memory. So with three 
existing commemorations to the 
soldiers who passed through 
Folkestone, should one not 
question the need to take at least 
£366,000 of taxpayers’ money to 
partly finance a fourth? 

When it was suggested to the 
Folkestone War Memorial 
Committee in 1921 that they 
might obtain some local authority 
funding, it was dismissed as “an 
absolutely absurd way of 
appealing for funds”. 

In ‘Memorials of the Great War 
in Britain’, Alex King writes “It 
was widely held that voluntary 
subscription was the only 
acceptable way to fund a war 
memorial. Only willing gifts 
would adequately express 


recognition of the sacrifice the 
dead had made. 

The Hackney and Kingsland 
Gazette argued that recourse to 
the rates to fund a war memorial 
would be “a very doubtful 
compliment to our gallant 
fighters” because the money 
would not have been raised as a 
voluntary gift. 

This tradition of funding war 
memorials by subscriptions from 
the general public continues to 
this day. On the Ministry of 
Defence website it states “it has 
been a long-standing policy of 
successive governments that the 
cost of erecting memorials and 
associated projects are not usually 
met from public funds, but from 
private donations or public 
subscription”. 

If there were to be an exception 
to this tradition, it might have 
been the RAF Bomber Command 
Memorial unveiled in Green Park 
in London in 2012. 

However, this was funded 
entirely by subscriptions from the 
public and large private 
donations, with the Ministry of 
Defence even refusing to 
contribute to the opening costs. 

So Step Short has ignored all 
tradition by accepting any public 
funds for the construction and 
unveiling of its arch, which, in 
today’s money, will probably cost 
10 times the nearby war

indication that that comes at a cost, 
both financial and in terms of 
medical staff. 

He then digs himself in deeper by 
claiming extra house-building in 
Kent will mean that local councils 
would be able to ask for developers to 
contribute to building more GP 
surgeries. 

But county councillor Gough 
forgets the simple point that GPs are 
skilled clinicians while GP surgeries 
are just buildings. And the problem 
is a lack of new GPs coming into the 
profession combined with an 
increase in the number of established 
GPs reaching retirement age. 

Cllr Gough can ask local councils 
to insist that a new GP surgery is 
built on every street corner in every 
new housing estate but, if there are 
no GPs to staff them, the surgeries 
will stand empty. 

The county council and the 
coalition government need to face up 
to the real problem. A start would be 
to stop trying to turn GPs into 
managers and to allow them to focus 
on treating patients again.

Thousands flock to first 
of Paramount meetings

INTEREST in plans for a £2 billion 
entertainment park, creating 27,000 
jobs and becoming one of the biggest 
attractions in Europe, proved signifi¬ 
cant as the first stage of public consul¬ 
tation events took place. 

A site in Swanscombe is ear¬ 
marked for the development, which 
would transform disused land into a 
site on a par with the size and scale of 
Disneyland Paris. It has a licensing 
deal with Hollywood studio Para¬ 
mount, allowing it to use big-name 
movie franchises in its branding such 
as Star Trek and Mission Impossible. 

At the heart of the regeneration 
project will be a theme park, water 
park, major entertainment venues 
and transport links, including a mon¬ 
orail linking it with nearby Ebbsfleet 
International station. 

The group behind the plans - 
London Resort Company Holdings 
(LRCH), 75 per cent owned by the 
Kuwaiti European Holding Company 
- is hoping if the planning process 
goes to plan, work could begin in two

years’ time, with the park open for 
business by the summer of 2019. 

The first step on that long journey 
was a series of events held in Dartford 
and Gravesham for those living clos¬ 
est to the project. 

And some 2,000 people attended to 
get a first glimpse of the proposals. 

Not that they saw much. As the 
preliminary stage of a year-long con¬ 


sultation process, they were designed 
to understand how local communi¬ 
ties, stakeholders and interested 
parties would like to be consulted as 
plans for the park move forward. 

Visitors to the exhibitions were in¬ 
vited to provide feedback with ques¬ 
tions on preferred venues, event times 
and communication methods. 

Immediately after the events, more 
than 1,000 feedback forms had been 
submitted, with respondents showing 
a preference for non-traditional com¬ 
munication methods such as email, 
website and social media pages. 

Fenlon Dunphy, on behalf of LRCH, 
said: “We really appreciate the time 
given by all those people that came 
along to our public consultation 
events - overall, the community 
seems to be excited about the idea of 
the London Paramount Entertain¬ 
ment Resort. 

“The events not only gave us the 
opportunity to meet local residents 
and key stakeholders but also provid¬ 
ed us with a lot of informative feed¬ 
back that will enable us to tailor our 
consultation process to the topics 
identified by those local people and 
interested parties.” 


Euroferries in 
sponsor deal 

TRAVEL firm Euroferries 
Express has signed a 
seven-figure sponsorship 
deal with Championship 
football side Millwall to be the 
club’s shirt sponsor for the 
next five seasons. 

The firm, which operates 
coach services in and around 
Canterbury and Medway, has 
long touted a high-speed 
ferry route between 
Ramsgate to Boulogne,

matchday travel from Kent.

Fears over claims 
Eurostar stake will 
be sold to French 

RAIL union the RMT has slammed the Government for 
“stupidity and pure fiscal incompetence” after reports 
emerged that French state railway has an option to buy its 
40 per cent share in high-speed rail service Eurostar. 

The service runs from St Pancras to France and Bel¬ 
gium, via Ebbsfleet and Ashford. 

Reports in the national press said the share could possi¬ 
bly be sold to SNCF, France’s state-owned rail company. 

It already owns a 55 per cent stake, with the remaining 
5 per cent held by Belgian state railway. 

The UK Government announced last year it was consid¬ 
ering selling off its stake. 

In talks with all the main players, RMT representatives 
have been told that as result of the balance of forces SNCF 
has a power of veto over any British sale, will not allow 
any sell-off to be conducted under the usual franchising 
rules and would be in a position to pick up the holding at a 
knock-down price if the sale was allowed to go ahead. 

Union chiefs say the possible outcome has “distinct ech¬ 
oes of the botched and costly Royal Mail sell-off”. 

RMT acting general secretary Mick Cash said: “RMT al¬ 
ways said that the planned sell-off of the highly-profitable 
British public stake in Eurostar was pure Thatcherite 
ideology and the latest reports that the French state can 
effectively take it over on their own terms just rams home 
that point. 

“It is as clear as day that this right-wing government are 
quite happy to have state ownership of Britain’s railways 
as long as it isn’t by the British state and as long as the 
financial benefits aren’t invested in our rail services. 

“The policy on rail in Britain is a poisonous combina¬ 
tion of stupidity, right-wing ideology and sheer fiscal in¬ 
competence. The Eurostar sell-off must be halted now.” 

The Government says no decision has yet been reached.

Chinese-owned, but it has 
too much wonderful heritage to be 
lost again. 

And in some ways its current 
small-scale consolidation and hope 
of secure growth is surely better 
than the seats-of-the-pants ride - 
worse than any of its little pre- 
Second World War sports cars - that 
the marque endured over the final 
decades of Austin Rover. 

The earliest date claimed for the 
creation of MG is 1924, the company 
name being derived from Morris 
Garages. 

This Morris dealership in the 
brand’s native Oxford had started 
customising models, inspired by its 
sales manager and talented engineer 
Cecil Kimber. 

By 1928 the site was producing 
its own cars and introduced the 
traditional vertical slatted grille and 
octagonal badge that became the MG 
hallmarks, later leading to the 
T-Series or Midget sports cars that 
were such a hit at home and abroad. 

But the swooping pre-war lines 
looked old-fashioned by the early 
1950s, leading to the elegant MGA in 
1955, and then the classic MGB in 
1962. The Midget name was also 
revived around this time, but MG 
aficionados don’t tend to count this 
as a proper MG as it was a re-badged 
Austin-Healey Sprite - probably the 
first of several gaffes that led to the 
brand’s first disappearance in 1980 
during the upheavals of then parent 
group British Leyland. 

The badge revived a couple of years 
later, though, on so-called sporty 
versions of BL’s Metro, Maestro and 
Montego models before all but 
disappearing in the early 1990s until 
an all-new MGF - a proper and

At the moment, MG does not 
produce the kind of two-seat sports 
car that made its name - the TF was 
finally dropped in early 2011 - and 
SAIC has said it wants to concentrate 
on mainstream models first, so the 
range currently comprises the MG3 
supermini and MG6 GT, a large-scale 
VW Golf equivalent. 

The brand’s pitch is keen pricing 
with lots of specification, with the 
MG3 starting at just £8,399, and the 
bigger MG6 GT, from £15,455. 

Though the technology tends to be 
tried and tested rather than cutting- 
edge, the reborn marque has already 
justified the faith of long-time MG 
buyers by showing up well in 
ownership surveys. 

The highly-competitive Driver 
Power survey conducted by Auto 
Express placed the MG6 sixth overall 
in the Top 150 Cars To Own table, 
and awarded it ‘Winner - Best Road 
Handling’. 

Steve Fowler, Auto Express 
editor-in-chief, said: “We knew when 
we first drove the car that it handled 
brilliantly and it seems owners 
agree.” He predicts a good showing 
for the MG3 in next year’s survey.

belated replacement for the MGB - 
appeared in 1995. It was 
complemented by MG sister models 
to mainstream Rovers. 

By this time, the writing was on 
the wall: MG’s troubled Rover parent 
had failed relationships with Honda 
and BMW and collapsed in 2005. 

Its assets were bought by the 
Chinese Nanking Automobile 
Company and limited production of 
the MGTF - a smarter derivative of 
the MGF - restarted in Birmingham. 

Later acquired by another Chinese 
concern, SAIC, it is this set-up that 
has rebooted the company, albeit 
with most of the production in lower 
labour cost China and final assembly 
in the UK.

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E STATES are in vogue at 
the moment, though the 
‘e-word’ doesn’t crop up 
much at dinner parties. 
You may hear people 
boasting about their Touring, Sport 
Tourer or plain Tourer, but the word 
estate applied to a car is a bit too 
‘trade’, I’m afraid. 

Traditionally, it conjures images of 
pushy sales reps plus wagonloads of 
samples, window-cleaners with 
ladders on the roof and a farmer’s 
Sunday best car rather than the 
Land Rover - though still practical 
enough to chuck a bale of straw in 
the back. 

But ever since BMW coined the 
word Touring for its estates and Audi 
followed suit with Avant, the estate 
has shrugged off its blue collar and 
gained a country-set image. 

Mainstream brands then 
mimicked premium ones, especially 
when they realised that some keener 
drivers - having tried the rugged 
SUV and practical but dull MPV 
routes - were casting about for 
something responsive and stylish yet 
still practical. 

So we’ve had a rash of estates by 
other names and now including 
Honda’s elegant Civic Tourer 
(from £20,270). 

It’s the first time 
Honda has spun an 
estate from its 
family hatchback 
- a clear sign 
of the 

aforementioned 
demand - and 
it has been 
executed with 
style as a 
priority without 
sacrificing 
flexibility. 


radio, USB connectivity and 16-inch 
alloys. 

The car - built in the UK at 
Swindon - also feels solidly made, 
roomy and well arranged, with a 
dashboard that is less space age than 
the controversial one on the 
previous-generation Civic. 

But it’s the car’s sharp handling 
and decent ride, plus quite brilliant 
mix of looks and estate car 
‘crammability’ that score highest; 
624 litres of boot to the tonneau/ 
parcel cover with rear seats up, and 
1,668 to the roof with seats down, 
yet the Civic Tourer is the lowest and 
most compact estate in the segment 
and just 235mm longer than its Civic 
hatchback sister. 

It also carries over Honda’s Magic 
Seat system, where the rear seat 
bases can be pulled up to allow 
loading across the rear seat wells, left 
in place to allow items to be stashed 
beneath, or folded fully flat for large 
bulky loads through the tailgate. 

The car’s Adaptive Damper System 
(ADS) is also claimed as a world first; 
this automatically adjusts the rear 
suspension damping to enhance 
stability and comfort whatever the 
load or driving conditions - fairly 
important on an estate car, and it 
works.

It claims the biggest boot volume 
in its class yet aerodynamic lines and 
Honda’s impressive new 1.6-litre 
diesel (these models from £21,375) 
delivers a road-tax-exempt 99g/km 
of C02 and official combined 74mpg 
option. 

This lightweight 120PS (118bhp) 
engine also offers a lively 0-62mph 
in 10.1 seconds. 

Not that the 1.8-litre petrol 
alternative tested here is poor. It will 
save you £1,105 against the 
equivalent diesel, is a second faster to 
62mph and very refined, though it 
will cost you £140/year road tax and 
deliver a less impressive 45.6mpg 
(combined) so the comparatively 
small financial step up to diesel, 
might not deter too much. 

Other key factors in this attractive 
load-lugger’s favour are Honda’s 
mainstream/premium market 
position plus an enviable customer 
satisfaction record - it’s been a 
regular winner or runner-up in 
various awards of this type. 

Admittedly, prices for the new 
car are not cheap, but safety features 
and standard kit are generous

Gemma and Barney excited to win 
spot at the Horse of the Year Show

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County rider talks about her surprise and delight as 
she and her relatively new horse prepare to compete 
in this country’s most respected equestrian event 


KENT rider has won a 
place at the Horse of the 
Year Show. 

Gemma Dunn, from 
Orpington, said her suc¬ 
cess came as a shock as she had been 
showing for less than two years. 

Earlier this month, she took second 
place in a qualifier to secure her place 
at Britain’s most prestigious equestri¬ 
an event. 

She was beaten only by Mister 
Tumble, owned and ridden by Sharon 
Moss, from Gloucestershire. 

Dunn was riding her relatively new 
horse Kell’s Lad to take the runner-up 
place in the Open Cob class at the 
South Essex Insurance Brokers 
Search For A Star 2014 qualifier at 
Bury Farm Equestrian Village in 
Buckinghamshire. 

Any of the three sizes of the Cob 
class were able to enter, dramatically 
cutting the odds on winning, making 
Dunn’s qualification even more im¬ 
pressive. 

The horse is more popularly known 
as Barney at home and was only 
snapped up in 2011 from Meopham- 
based Clover Barn Irish Horses. 

Dunn, the mother of nine-year-old 
Mia, said: “I bought Barney as I had 
lost a lot of confidence in my riding. 
He is just great, but I never dreamt I 
would be going showing, let alone to 
the Horse Of The Year Show. 

“It’s a bit like Crufts for horses. The 
judges watch how the horses perform 
in the ring. They check how the horse 
looks and behaves. There’s no jump¬ 
ing or dressage, although I love doing 
that, too. 

“I’m getting a bit too old to do 


things like the Badminton Horse 
Trials - those fences are massive and 
it’s just not for me. The older you get, 
the more you think ‘No, I don’t want 
to throw myself over one of those’. 

“When I was younger, I used to 
jump five-bar gates out of fields and 
thought nothing of it, but when you 
get older you think of the risks more. 

“Showing is relatively safe and 
there are no jumps.” 

Dunn, 33, had shown Barney in the 
Hunter classes previously, but judges 
repeatedly told her to enter the Cob 
class instead, which meant shaving off 
the animal’s mane to go into the Light¬ 
weight Cob class. The other categories 
are Heavyweight and Maxi. 

S he told us: “I wasn’t keen on 
doing that. I said I didn’t want 
to cut all his hair off. But so 
many judges were saying Bar¬ 
ney would do better in the Cob class 
that I eventually agreed, and now 
can’t believe how well he has done. 

“Once I had a few professional 
opinions, I switched, took all his hair 
off and took him out as a cob and 
have done really well. 

“This is now my first season show¬ 
ing him as a cob and we are going to 
Horse of the Year. I am so happy.” 

The pair have also qualified for 
Equifest this year and plan to attend 
the Edenbridge show as well in the 
run-up to HOYS; both are important 
events. 

Dunn said: “We will keep the 
schooling and practising up in the 
run-up to the big one. I work full-time 
as a recruitment consultant in Lon¬ 
don and I ride, train and look 


after Barney in my spare time. 

“Barney is such a superstar and to¬ 
tally genuine - I am really looking 
forward to riding him at the show.” 

The recruiter has been riding since 
she was five but only started out in 
bigger shows two years ago after 
snapping up Barney. Horses in this 
class usually sell for around the 
£2,000 mark. 

She said: “I do enjoy doing dres¬ 
sage, but I have decided to specialise 
in showing. 

“It can be quite expensive to do, but 
as I have now reached HOYS there is 
no way I wouldn’t go. I probably won’t 
get the chance to do it again. When we 
qualified, we were in an open class, 
making it even harder to win because 
all types of cobs were allowed in. If 
they had only allowed lightweights, 
all the other competitors would have 
been very similar to Barney.” 

When she bought Barney, she 
picked him out of the line-up because 
of his temperament. 

She told us: “To me he stood out. It 
might sound a bit mushy, but I didn’t 
see the way he looked. I was more in¬ 
terested in the personality.” 

Search For A Star show judge Rich¬ 
ard Ramsay said: “This competition 
gives amateurs the chance to com¬ 
pete at the Horse of the Year Show, a 
dream that many riders would love to 
realise and the standard in Search 
For A Star gets better every year.” 

Dunn and Kell’s Lad will now com¬ 
pete in the Lightweight Cob showing 
class at the Horse of the Year Show, 
which runs from Wednesday to Sun¬ 
day, October 8-12, at the Birming¬ 
ham NEC.

“Many people rely on these 
incredibly hard-working souls and 
we want to do our bit to support 
that work. Don’s example shows 
none of us are immune and we 
may all one day need the services 
of a Macmillan nurse. 

“We all knew Don very well, 
so Upchurch Cricket Club have 
decided to breathe new life into 
this annual event and make a real 
week of it. 

“We need to raise money for 
the Macmillan nurses as this was 
the wish of Don’s parents. 

“Sadly, his father died last year, 
making this cricket week even 
more important. 

“We have gained sponsorship 
from local businesses to fund the 
week and have fixtures every 
day, culminating in a cricket 
tournament on the Friday with a 
live-band hog roast, raffle and 
auction to raise as much as 
possible for the charity.” 

Lee, who runs a gas services 
company in Rainham, said: “We 
want to raise awareness and let 
people know how much we care 
about this charity. 

“Don was a vibrant member 
who thrived on being part of the 
club. 

“He was an exceptionally canny 
bowler who won numerous 


awards for his wicket-taking and 
he also enjoyed the social side of 
the club. 

“We thought the best way 
we could remember him and 
celebrate his life was to stage a 
cricket week in his memory, and 
his parents’ wish was that any 
money raised would go to the 
Macmillan nurses. 

“All these years later, we are 
still running it. This year, we 
would love to hit a four-figure sum 
to help this fantastic charity and to 
remember our friend.” 

He added: “We were all 
devastated to lose him at such a 
young age. 

‘ 'It was thought the best way to 
remember him was by staging a 
cricket week in his honour and I 
think it’s fair to say that over the 
years the way the club has grown 
in size, stature and playing 
members the week itself has 
become a bit lost and forgotten 
about. 

“Many of our members do not 
know who Don was, but we think 
it’s important that as a club we 
never forget our roots or the

SO JUST WHO WAS THE DON? 


DON Macaulay played for 
Upchurch Cricket Club from the 
age of 17. 

He knew how to hold a bat, but 
it was his deliveries as a bowler 
for which he was best known. 

It won him numerous awards 
both for the club and, when 
Upchurch entered league cricket, 
a fair share of league bowlers’ 
awards, too. 

He was instrumental in helping 
them get through the regional 
leagues and to where they are 
today at Kent League level. 

Don was a popular member of 
the club who enjoyed the social 
side of the game and the players 
were devastated when they lost 
him at the age of 37 to cancer in 


July 2000. It was a tough time for 
his family, the village and the 
club, particularly as that season 
Upchurch gained promotion from 
a regional league. 

The team dedicated the 
achievement to Don. 

The following season they 
decided the best way to 
remember Don was to stage a 
cricket week in his honour, and 
so was born the Don Macaulay 
Cricket Week. 

Initially, they played Minster, 
who donated a cup to be 
contested by both teams. 

There is a minute’s silence 
before the game every year. It 
was the wish of Don’s parents, 
Diane and Mac, that any money 


raised go to the Macmillan 
nurses as they were a great help 
and comfort to the family. 

It was never much, but the 
team always passed it on to 
Diane, who would, along with the 
funds raised at charity events 
that she ran, give it to Macmillan. 

Mac continued to be part of the 
cricket club and helped out with 
the groundwork, cutting the 
outfield as Don’s ashes were laid 
to rest at Upchurch. He also had a 
bench in his honour. 

Unfortunately, Mac himself 
passed away last year. 

The event now has the 
support of Hidsons, Rainham 
Physiotherapy, BDL Gas Services 
and DGL Testing Services.
